lrish Guards Keeping Watch;

London, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—The silence 
In which the audacious attempt of 
Lieut. Comdr. H. C. MacDonald to fly 
the Atlantic in a little Moth plane 
from west to” east has been shrouded 
Since the British aviator left New- 
foundland, was broken tonight by a 
message which brought more of thrill 
than of hope. 

The Dutch steamship Hardenberg, 
bound for Antwerp, and about 700 
miles east of St. Johns, reported to 
the Associated Press sighting an air- 
plane which passed its position half 
an hour after midnight London time, 
or 7:30 p. m. Eastern standard time, 
last night. 

The MacDonald plane had hopped 
off from Harbor Grace at 11:51 yester- 
day morning, and the plane reported 
by the Hardenberg undoubtedly was 
the lone British flier. The message 
records its progress for nearly eight 
hours, but leaves a vast abyss of space 
and time which imagination and spec- 
ulation are left to explain as hope- 
fully as they may. The message read: 

“Airplane passed steamer Harden- 
berg latitude 53.29 north, longitude 
41.30 west, 
time. “MASTER.” 
North of Great Circle. 


The position of the plane at that 
time was north of the great circle 
course to England and was approxi- 
mately #840 miles east of Belle Isle. 
The position was much farther north 
of the course that he would normally 
follow from Harbor Grace, but was 
on the direct course between Belle 
{sle and Fastnet. The position of 
the plane indicated that Commander 
MacDonald up to that point had been 
making an average of about 100 miles 
an hour.

promote by legislative actions, specific 
economic or partisan measures.”

Cites Activities in Politics. 


In the preamble to the resolution, 
attention is called to the fact that some 
churches in the United States are en- 
gaged in political activities. The pre- 
amble sets forth: ‘Whereas, in some 
of the churches of the United States 
attempts are being made to establish 
righteousness and social justice in 
American industry and politics not by 
voluntary and individual action be- 
tween freeman and freeman, but by 
corporate pressure of the church upon 
the state.” 

The preamble then states that such 
attempts ignore constitutional liberty 
and economic experience and split such 
churches into conflicting factions. 
Often, the preamble continues, the 
spiritual influence of those churches is 
weakened within and without their own 
communions. 

Attached to the resolution, a sheet 
headed “The undersigned, attendants 
upon the services of the Protcstant 
Episcopal Church, approve of the pres- 
entation to the general convention of 
1928 of a resolution affirming and re- 
cording, in substance, our conviction 
that the church should be kept out 
of politics and that politics should be 
kept out of the church.” Then fol- 
lowed the signatures of 1,050 church 
leaders representing the 50 dioceses 

Protest against propaganda in the 
church was voiced when W. F Robert- 
son, lay delegate of South Carolina. 
brought up the subject of what he 
felt was a menace to the youth of rhe 
land in such meetings at the peace 
meeting held at the Y. W. C. A last 
right under auspices of the Church 
League for Industrial Democracy, at 
which Jane Addams, the Right Rev 
Edward Pasons, Bishop of California, 
and John Navin Sayre spoke.

Triple Niagara Blockade 
Captures 7 Rum. Vessels 


Fleet of 25 Liquor Runners Gathers to Pierce Cordon 
of Coast Guard, Immigration and Customs Patrol 


Craft—Two Succeed 


in Landing Cargoes. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—While 

coast guard, immigration and customs 
patrol boats cooperated in the Niagara 
River tonight in an attempt to main- 
tain a blockade, approximately 25 rum 
runners. lined up along the Canadian 
shore, awaited a favorable opportunity 
to make a dash for the American side 
and land their illicit cargoes. 
‘ Their task was a difficult one. Last 
night and early today, nine of the 
craft attempted to run the blockade, 
ordered yesterday by Lieut. Martin W. 
Rasmussen, district. coast guard com- 
mander, and seven of the boats fell 
into the hands of the American patrols, 
although al] but one member of the 
crews escaped. Two of the rum runners 
apparently made safe landings and 
disposed of their cargoes, probably 
Canadian ale.

river today, said he was satisfied with 
the results of last night's work. - He 
felt, he said, that an average of 50 per 


cent of captures was “pretty good” and 
last night’s haul was much higher than 
that.

Ivan C. Weld, president, and Dorsey 
W. Hyde, jr., secretary of the Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce, also in- 
dorsed the idea. Weld said Washing- 
ton is the logical location for the ter- 
minal and offers ideal conditions. 

Hyde said the climate of the upper 
Potomac area is well adapted for fly- 
ing purposes, furnishing the maximum 
number of usable flying hours, with a 
minimum of temperature extremes, 
and being absent of troublesome winds 
and air currents. 

Maj. Gen. Anton Stephan, president 
of the Merchants & Manufacturers As- 
sociation, declared .locating the ter- 
minal here would be of great value to 
the city and that the association would 
work for its realization.

2-DAY MIDWEST TRIP 


Expected to Go to Akron and 
Detroit, Tying at 
Ford Mast. 


REPAIRS ARE SPEEDED 


Lakehurst, N. J., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Re- 
pairs were being rushed on the dam- 
aged fin of the transatlantic dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin today so that the great 
ship may take the air early next week 
for a two-day flight into the Middle 
West. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, commander of the 
dirigible, spent the day here and re- 
celved many letters from Midwestern 
cities requesting that the ship fly above 
them. 

Hans von Schiller, navigator of the 
Zeppelin, answered these letters, saying 
that the itinerary of the trip had not 
been definitely determined, but that 
the ship would pass over as many cities 
as possible to enable the greatest pos- 
sible number of people to see it, 

It is fairly definite that the ship will 
pass over Akron, Ohio, home of the 
Goodyear Zeppelin Co.,“American repre- 
sentatives of the German Zeppelin 
works, and Detroit, where it is likely 
the ship will tie up at the Ford air- 
port mooring mast. The flight may 
continue as far West as Chicago. 

There was a conference here today 
of persons, who it was understood, 
might be interested in Dr. Eckener’s 
dream of a $14,000,000 transatlantic 
airship service, but Dr. Eckener, him- 
self did not attend it, being represented 
by Hugh Allen, of the Goodyear Zep- 
pelin Co. 


Names Held Secret. 


The greatest secrecy was maintained 
as to the identity of the men who came 
here today to inspect the Graf Zeppelin 
and who later held a conference behind 
closed doors, but it was learned that 


one of them was William B. Mayo, chief 
engineer of the Ford Motor Co. Mayo’s 
presence was revealed by J. B. Hun- 
sacher, vice president of the Goodyear- 
Zeppelin Co., who, however, declined to 
say who the other men were. 

Hunsacher said the meeting was 
“purely social.” He added that when 
the Zeppelin leaves for the Midwest 
next week it will carry only invited pas- 
sengers who will pay no fare. 

Dr. Eckener said that if it still looks 
tomorrow as if the repairs to the dliri- 
gible would take until Monday or Tues- 
day, as some officers here believed, he 
would go from Washington to Chicago 
by train after being received by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

He said he had heard nothing to 
verify reports that Henry Ford would 
take a ride in the Zeppelin. 

“He is a great man,” he said, “and I 
should like to have him for a passenger, 
but he is very busy and I don’t know 
if he would have time to go. Besides, 
it is very doubtful if we can tie up at 
his mast in Detroit.”

PERSHING LENDS HIS AID 


Charles Beecher Warren, former 
United States Ambassador to Japan, 
Spoke at a banquet given last night in 
the Mayflower Hotel to open a $2,600,- 
000 drive for the St. Luke's Interna- 
tional Hospital at Tokyo, sponsored by 
the Episcopal Church. ~““e condemned 
the exclusion of Japanese from Amer- 
ican shores on racial grounds. 


If the United States wishes to ex- 
clude the Japanese for economical rea- 
sons, she is justified in doing so, he 
gaid. Japan understands such lan- 
guage, as she herself excludes Chinese 
on similar grev'rdis, but to deny our 
land to the Japanese on racial grounds 
“connotes a thought that is false,” he 
declared. 

Warren indorsed the drive for 
$2,600,000 with which to erect a new 
structure for the hospital. “It will 
give the Christian missionaries,” he 
ecid, “an opportunity to demonstrate 
by their own lives the moral standards 
of our Nation which some day we may 
live up to.”

The former ambassador, however, 
admonished that the “hospital will not 
bring peace.” 

“No machine will create >eace. Peace 
is a state of mind and not a piece of 
machinery. Men and women must de- 
sire it and will it and the men who 
are entrusted in high places must rec- 
ognize the just rights of other peo- 
ples and their reasonable aspirations, 
and there is no better way of +ccom- 
plishing this than through the spread 
of Christianity,” he said. 

Hiroshi Saito, consul general of 
Japan, expressed a belief that the ex- 
clusion of the Japanese on a racial 
ground would be ‘adjusted satisfac- 
torily in the near future. Japan and 
the United States have passed through 
three stages, he said; the first, the 
age of patronage, the second ‘the age 
of misgivings and suspicions, and the 
third the age of understandcling. 


Pershing Indorses Drive. 


Gen. John J. Pershing jn a short 
talk indorsed the movement to buil¢ 
a large hospital, saying it vould “es- 
tablish us in the hearts of Japan as 
big-hearted Americans.” Gen Pe.shing 
further praised Dr. Rudolf Bolling 
Teusler, director of the hospital, as 
the “outstanding American ambassador 
to Japan.” 

Dr. Teusler gave an outline cf the 
needs of the hospital and its work dur- 
ing the earthquake in 1923. Frederick

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Royalists Join With Reds 
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“IN DEATH OF WOMAN 


Mother Asserts Accused Man 
Tried to Marry Victim 
to His Father. 


DETECTIVE STILL SOUGHT 


Special to The Washington Post. 


South Bend, Ind., Oct. 18.—Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles L. Reyher, held here in 
connection with the murder of Mrs. 
Genevieve Stultz, with whom Reyher, 
it is alleged, had carried on an illicit 
affair, were transferred to the Elkhart 
County Jail at Goshen today. An 
affidavit was filed by Glen B. Sawyer, 
prosecutor of Elkhart County, in which 
the Reyhers and Harvey Smith, private 
detective, who still is missing, are 
charged with first degree murder. 

Police said the trail of romance that 
led to the death of Mrs. Stultz today 
revealed the efforts of her alleged 
married lover, jealous and harassed by 
a spurned wife, to marry Mrs. Stultz 
to his father, aged 81. 

The body of the Mishawaka beauty 
parlor proprietor, aged 31, was un- 
earthed Monday in a mound of lime- 
stone on the outskirts of Elkhart. She 
had been missing since March 28, when 
she disappeared with a man, alleged 
to be Smith, who had been engaged 
by Mrs. Reyher to shadow her husband, 

Smith, police assert, was “to get 
Mrs. Stultz out of town for $50.” 
Smith has been traced to Birmingham, 
Ala., and his arrest is expected soon, 

Revealed by Victim’s Mother. 

Revelation of Reyher’s attempt to 
coerce Mrs, Stultz into marriage with 
his father was made by Mrs. Peter 
Sechowski, mother of the slain woman, 
as she stood near a group of men and 
women in the parlor of the Sechowski 
home. 

“Reyher was jealous,” Mrs. Sechowski 
said. “He wanted Genevieve for him- 
self alone, but he was married and his 
wife was after him.” 

“Early in March,” she continued, 
“Reyher -brought his father to Gene- 
vieve’s apartment and told her he was 
going to leave him there with her. He 
also brought along a lot of bed cloth- 
ing. On March 24 Reyher came to 
Genevieve and said she must marry 
his father to escape arrest. He. told 
her complaints had been made that 
the couple had been living together. 
Genevieve wouldn't stand for this, and 
going to the bank she drew out her 
money and disappeared.” 

The elder Reyher was still at the 
apartment of Mrs. Stultz when the 
latter disappeared and continued to 
occupy it for days before Mrs. J. Barto- 
zik, @ sister of the slain woman, forced 
him to leave, 

Mrs. Sechowski quoted Reyher as say- 
ing two or three weeks after Mrs. Stultz 
disappeared: “It’s easy to get any one 
out of the way; all you have to do is 
to give some one $50 or so and he will 
do the job.” 


Another to Be Questioned. 


This remark was made, Mrs. Sechow- 
ski asserted, when she was discussing 
a Chicago murder with Reynher. 

Don Walker, aged 33, reported to be 
a Chicago student, will be questioned 
as to his relationship with Mrs. Stultz. 
Police of Mishawaka have found several 
letters written by him to Mrs. Stultz, 
in which he refers to his defeated at- 
tempts to see her and in which refer- 
ence was made to “the trouble.” The 
letters were written in September and 
October, 1927. 

Reyher, who is 41 years old, today 
described in detail his clandestine af- 
fair with Mrs. Stultz. 

“This is what happens when a mar- 
ried man runs around with another 
woman,” he said. “Toward the last 
I began to see that it was wrong. Some- 
thing told me that I was being ‘shadow- 
ed,” but I did not know who it was. 
But before I had this feeling I de- 
cided to follow the straight and narrow 
path. It seemed that things would 
turn out bad if I continued in my 
relations with Mrs. Stultz. 


Denies Part In Murder. 


“T had been meeting her in her beauty 
parlor for almost four years. You 
know how it is when a fellow starts 
running around and meets an attrac- 
tive woman. An affair like ours is 
common. You take a chance, 

“It hits me hardest when I think of 
my two sons. One of them is attend- 
ing De Pauw University and the other 
is a pupil at the high school here. 
“T have nothing to hide. I have had 
nothing to do with the murder, and 
had not seen Mrs. Stultz since the 
Wednesday before her disappearance. 
She disappeared on Saturday, At that 
time I thought she had gone away, as 
she indicated she would do when we 
talked about bringing the affair to an 
end.” 


Empress’ Gems Sought 
In Broken-Contract Suit 


San Francisco, Oct. 18 (A.P.).— 
Crown jewels of the Empress Elizabeth 
of Russia, daughter of Peter the Great, 
were sought in a damage suit filed in 
Superior Court today by George Cor- 
nett against the H. G. Fischer Co., of 
Chicago, X-ray manufacturers. 

Cornett alleges the jewels were de- 
posited with the company by him when 
he served as its agent in Russia and 
Siberia in 1922 as a contract guarantee. 
The company broke the contract, he 
charges, and kept the jewels. 

Cornett also asks $50,000 for loss 
which he says he sustained because of 
inability to deliver certain equipment 
he sold in the company’s name.

City Fathers Puzzled as Civil Liberties Union Offers Aid 
to Both Communists and Monarchists—““Who’s 
King?”’ Asks Alleged Telegram. 


Dallas, Tex., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—City 
fathers of Dallas almost were ready to 
believe they were being “spoofed” to- 
night as the American Civil Liberties 
Union offered to help Monarchists and 
Communists obtain “rights of free 
speech” in Dallas. 

“Who is your candidate for king?” 
inquired a telegram purporting to come 
from an Official of the union and ad- 
dressed to Richard Potts, who styles 
himself “secretary-general of the Roy- 
alist League of America.” 

The Royalists, who like the Com- 
munists, failed to obtain use of the 
city hall auditorium for meetings, ac- 
cepted an alleged offer of help from 
the union and in turn offered to help 
the union obtain rights of assemblage 
for the Communists. 

Tuesday, Benjamin Gitlow, vice presi- 
dential candidate of the Workers (Com- 
munist) Party of America, was refused 
use of the auditorium. Wednesday, 
Potts, the Royalist official, announced 
that he had obtained a permit to use 
the same hall for a Sunday meeting. 
Today the permit was canceled until 
the city commission could consider it 


and Street Commissioner Arthur Rein- 
hart announced that the hall was not 
available for anyone who wished to 
change the existing forms of govern- 
ment. “Soap boxes are all we have for 
them,” he said. 


Potts was indignant. He announced 
that he was accepting the aid of the 
Civil Liberties Union and exhibited the 
telegram, bearing the name Forrest

AS GRAFT DIRECTOR 
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Patterson, G. 0. P. Leader, 
Got Philadelphia Protection 
Money, Says Aid.

Philadelphia, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Mat- 
thew Patterson, Republican ward leader 
and member of the State Legislature. 
was named today by one of his aids as 
the organizer of the scheme that ex- 
torted $12,195 in protection money 
from bootleggers in six months. 

Capt. Charles W. Schoenleber, sus- 
pended police commander, on trial with 
Patterson before Judge James Gay Gor- 
don, jr., charged with bribery, extor- 
tion and conspiracy, also was definitely 
linked, for the first time since the 
start of the trial Tuesday, as the re- 
ceiver of $7,440 in protection money. 

Joseph L. Ehrenreich, a lawyer, with 
ambition for a job in the district at- 
torney’s office, told how Patterson had 
employed him to go to the saloon of 
William Peters, get the protection 
Peters had collected from 
and every month 
hand over $1,240 to “Charley” Schoen- 
leber. Ehrenreich testified he kept $300 


/a month “for services” and said he did 


not know the original source of the 
money nor why it was collected. 

Patterson and Schoenleber were in- 
dicted by the October grand Jury on 
evidence uncovered by the_ special 
grand jury investigating bootlegging, 
gang murders and police corruption. 

Before a crowded courtroom, Ehren- 
reich told of his alarm when the special 
grand jury under the guidance of Dis- 
trict Attorney John Monaghan began 
delving into police bribery. 

He said he appealed to Patterson for 
advice, warning the ward leader and 
legislator that “I'll have to tell the 
truth.” Patterson’s only advice, said 
Ehrenreich, was to “forget it.” 

Six police captains were questioned 
today by the grand jury investigating 
bootleggers and police bribery, virtually 
bringing to an end District Attorney 
Monaghan’s inquiry into the wealth of 
the district commanders. 

When the grand jury concluded its 
session for the day only three of the 
forty-three captains in the city had not 
been examined. They are John J. 
Carey, Frank Tooey and William Stott,

The Protestant Episcopal Convention has a 
splendid opportunity to do good service to the 
cause of all religion by taking an official stand 
in harmony with the patriotic address of Bishop 
That address, stoutly opposing 
church interference with or intermeddling in 
politics, was universally applauded, but it does 
not become the official policy of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church unless it is ratified by reso- 
lution or otherwise.

In view of the errors 
committed lately by entire religious organiza- 
tions, a clean-cut declaration by the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, announcing a fixed 
policy of noninterference in politics, would 
help millions of churchgoers of all denomina- 
tions to understand more clearly the distinc- 
tion between their religious and political 
duties. 

No church organization or combination of 
organizations can properly engage in practical 
politics or engage in political controversies 
Their memberships are made up of all politi- 
cal parties. It is as unseemly for a church to 
engage in politics as it would be for a Repub- 
lican or a Democratic bloc to scheme for the 
election of Republican or Democratic bishops. 
Political questions, and particularly questions 
affecting the international relations of the 
United States, should be left to the political 
authorities, and if any church member does 
not agree with the political authority he is 
always at liberty as a citizen to vote to turn 
the rascals out. He is not at liberty, however, 
to drag politics into his church, or to thrust 
his church into politics. He is a poor church- 
map and a poor citizen if he has not the in- 
telligence and the integrity required to keep 
his political and religious obligations separate 
and apart. 

Now that an entire church is in session, at 
the National Capital, it would be beneficial to 
the whole country if that church would take 
the lead in defining again the distinct spheres 
of church and state, and in opposing the pros- 
titution of the church to partisan or political 


uses. 


BISHOP FOX, PIOUS FOUNDER. 

England has just been celebrating the 
400th anniversary of the death of Richard Fox, 
Bishop of Winchester and founder of Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford. Fox was a man whose 
memory deserves to be kept green, for he 
rendered great services to his country, to his 
church, and to the cause of education. 

The celebrations took a wide range. He 
Was commemorated in his cathedral at Win- 
chester, in his Oxford college, in his schools 
at Grantham and Taunton, and in the Lincoln- 
shire village of Ropesley, where the old stone 
house in which he was born still stands. Vari- 
ous traditions, which may or may not be accu- 
rate, are afloat concerning his early years. 
The first reliable historical reference to him 
occurs in a letter of January 1485, in 
which King Richard III protests against his 
appointment as Vicar of Stepney, on the ground 
that he is with ‘tthe great rebel, Henry ap 
Tuddor.” That same Henry Tudor, however, 
gave Richard his quietus a few months later 
on Bosworth Field and when, in Fox’s own 
phrase, that famous battle “hit out aright,” 
and “the great rebel’? ascended the throne 
of England as King Henry VII, he rewarded 
his loyal adherent by making him one of his 
principal secretaries and soon afterward Lord 
Privy Seal. 

Throughout Henry VII’s reign and for ihe 
first seven years of Henry VIII's, Fox re- 
mained one of the great powers in the adminis- 
tration, and he rendered excellent service. He 
was a master of the soft answer that turneth 
away wrath, a born smoother-out of difficul- 
#es, and a lover of peace, if peace could hon- 
wrably be had. It was he who drafted the 
moderate proclamation which caused the 
Yorkists to accept the Tudor king, and it was 
he who negotiated with France the Peace of 
‘Etaples, with the Flemings the Intercursus 
Magnus, and with the Scots the treaty which, 
in the end, brought about that union of Eng- 
land and Scotland under one king which has 
endured even to the present day. 

So diligent and successful a minister of the 
crown did not go unrewarded. He was made 
successively Bishop of Exeter, of Bath and 
Wells, and of Durham, and finally of Win- 
ehester, then scarcely second in dignity tc 
Canterbury itself, a-d popularly reputed to be 
the richest see in England. 

When Fox became ‘‘as deaf as a stock” aud 
his sight began to fail, he resigned the Privy 
Seal and retired to his diocese. Kven when 
Wolsey wrote asking him to come to the 
Council, he begged to be left in his “cure,” 


oo 
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reproaching himself for being “so negligent, 
that of four several cathedral churches that I 
have successively had there be two, scilicet 
Exeter and Wells, that I never saw, and in- 
numerable souls whereof I never saw the 
bodies.”” In Winchester, therefore, he stayed 
and devoted himself ardently to the reform 
of the religious institutions in his diocese and 
to the uplift of the secular clergy. 

No great scholar himself, Fox yet loved 
learning. For this reason he founded Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford, designing it to be the 
particular home of Renaissance studies, He 
gave it lands and buildings and precious books, 
A “beehive” he called it, and he wished the 
students to be as busy as the bees. It stands 
today as the greatest monument to his en- 
lightenment and foresight.

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MAKE WASHINGTON THE TERMINAL. 


Dr. Eckener’s dream of transatlantic air- 
ship transport is not as visionary as had been 
believed. The project would need a capitali- 
zation of about $14,000,000, with which four 
$2,000,000 ships would be built and two 
$3,000,000 hangars. Four years ago, says 
Dr. Eckener, when he brought the Los Angeles 
to America, the possibility of a Zeppelin servy- 
ice between the United States and Germany 
was discussed with a prominent American 
who could, if he desired, finance the project 
himself. The American withheld definite ap- 
proval at that time, demanding further proof 
that the service would be practicable. Dr. 
Eckener hopes that the flight of the Graf Zep- 
pelin has provided such proof, and that the 
American now will come forward with the 
capital necessary. If he does not, says Dr. 
Eckener, it is possible that American bankers 
can be interested to the extent of providing 
the $14,000,000 needed. 

New terminals would be established for the 
line Dr. Eckener has in mind. The European 
end would probably be in the neighborhood 
of Basle, in the Rhine Valley, and the Ameri- 
can terminal, he suggests, should be located 
in the vicinity of Washington or Baltimore, 
where prevailing winds not strong and 
other conditions are satisfactory. 

Dr. Eckener is not a man to speak 
he is certain of his facts. He believes that 
there is an excellent possibility that 
lishment of a transatlantic airship transport 
can be brought about at the present time. He 
has mentioned Washington an excellent 
site for the American terminal of such a line.

younger years. She therefore Is apt to de- 
velop sullenness or intractability and become 
that type which is very readily developed at 
her age and under the circumstances—a much 
abused daughter of the household. 

Entirely normal, and affectionate to her 
parents, and seeking to be dutiful, yet having 
no associates or companionship interests other 
than those of the older girls, she can appreciate 
no other adjustments. In fact, she finds her- 
self cut off from association with those of her 
age by lack of sympathy with them. She is 
mentally more matured and socially assertive 
in advance of her years. 

Such is the condition as the educators are 
coming to see it. Yet the old argument has 
much weight, that advancement because of 
superior intelligence or application ought 
justly to be the award of those who are de- 
serving; always with considerations of health 
and vitality held in view. 

The practical side of the matter is that the 
bars have been let down largely because of 
the paucity of school appropriations, as in 
this city. With children herded in rooms un; 
fitted at all for such use, and the tides of in- 
comers baffling the school board’s resources 
for their care, there is surely a temptation to 
force the young people along the grades faster 
than is wise. At any rate, the question of the 
normal age grade is up and is urgent.

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LEGION IS NONPARTISAN. 

Harlan Wood, department commander of 
the American Legion of the District of Co- 
lumbia, has sternly rebuked the originator of 
a campaign announcement in which appeared 
the legion name. The American Legion, he 
says, ‘from its inception is by law and basic 
principle nonpolitical and nonpartisan. Those 
who violate its constitution or moral inhibition 
will be subject to the penalty of such in- 
fraction.” 

The various veterans’ organizations—the 
American Legion, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the Disabled American War Veterans, 
and others—are not and should not be partisan. 
They are, without question and quite naturally, 
powers in politics, for they represent a large 
and influential group of citizens bound together 
in a common cause. Their membership, how- 
ever, includes Republicans, Democrats and ad- 
herents of minor parties. They may present a 
united front upon such questions as affect the 
veterans and national defense, but in party 
matters the organization can not properly take 
sides. Politics and partisanship would spell 
the doom of any veterans’ organization, and at 
this time, wuitie such organizations are com- 
paratively young, it is highly important that 
they be kept from making such a mistake. 

Both parties unquestionably have the right 
to appeal {tr former scidier support. Former 
service men are free to vote as they please. 
But veterans’ organizations in fighting the leg- 
islative battles of the former service man must 
be free to approach either or both parties, and 
it would be fatal for them to divide on party 
lines. They fought as Americans, not as Demo- 
crats or Republicans, and as Americans they 
should hold their organizations intact, without 
regard to parties.

Teaching by Radio. 
To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
| Proposal for education by radio is one 
that should be considered from the 
point of view of conservation as well 
as of service. It seems that the teach- 
er of today counts little in the process 
of teaching, but the fact remains that 
the essence and the quality of teach- 
ing must still be imparted. This 
Should be possible on the air. There 
does not appear to be any insuperable 
difficulty in the way of air teaching. 
Radio instruction asks but one thing, 
that the instruction through the me- 
dium of the atmosphere shall find the 
teacher at the one end and the stu- 
dent at the other end of the process 

Should the educators of the country, 
after careful consideration, seriously 
turn to the radio as an instrumental- 
ity, it may prove useful in the common 
schools. The wider usefulness of radio 
instruction would be for the promo- 
tion of adult education. Chautauquas 
and the university extension system 
grew up in response to the needs of 
adults for outside learning. There is 
no reason why, with the radio doing 
much that the platform formerly un- 
dertook to do, that it should not like- 
wise give a good account of itself in 
the gield of adult education. 

The proposal for scientists to find 

closer communication through the radio 
is a higher educational use suggested 
for it. There no longer is need for 
the results of the specialists to await 
announcement through learned jour- 
nals, when these results may be put 
upon the air while “hot” for the in- 
terest and criticism of it low scien- 
tists. : 
The National Education Association 
has in view the widening of the sphere 
of popular education, and this can be 
successfully done. As for music, which 
is the interest of so many, instruction 
in this can certainly be well afforded 
by the air medium. Any scattering 
of educational efforts through new 
agencies would be unfortunate; there- 
fore, no educational innovation skould 
be adopted that would tena to weaken 
or vitiate the most iunportant service 
society can render the instruction of 
the youth.

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BECOMES MYSTERY 


Man, Killed in Crash, Left In- 
surance to His Employ- 
er’s Wife. 


FEET ARE HELD FASTENED 


Tuscola, Ill., Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Walter | L 


McAllister’s death in a grade crossing 
crash last week had become today 
something of a mystery. 


McAllister was a farm hand, work- 
ing on Emil Carroll's place. He was 


killed about 2 o'clock last Friday morn- Q 
r 


ing when the automobile in which he 
and Carroll were riding was struck by 
a train at the crossing of a lonely 
country road. 

There was nothing about the acci- 
dent, a coroner's investigation found, 
to mark it from any other grade-cross- 
ing tragedy. Since the inquest, how- 
ever, the State’s attorney’s office has 
become interested, chiefly because of 
five insurance policies on the farm 
hand’s life. 

Each policy names as beneficiary 
Mrs. Emil Carroll, 
man’s employer, or “the McAllister 
estate.”” There also were three other 
policies on McAllister’s life, but it was 
not indicated in whose favor they were 
drawn, or the amounts. 

There are other circumstances under 
investigation. A mysterious attack 
upon McAllister two weeks ago at the 
Carroll farm is one of them. The 
State’s attorney was told that the farm 
hand was severely beaten while walk- 
ing to the Carroll farm. No report of 
the assault was made at the time. 

Another circumstance was the man- 
ner in which McdAllister’s body was 
found following the automobile acci- 
dent. Dr. Lorrar, who took the farm 
helper’s body from the machine, said 
it was wrapped in a blanket. Members 
of the train crew also testified at the 
inquest that McAllister’s legs were held 
together by a blanket. McAllister’s 
skull was fractured in front and from 
behind. 

Carroll’s account was that McAIllis- 
ter was On his feet, trying to get out 
of the car when the train struck. Car- 
roll escaped with slight cuts and 
bruises. 


Dry League Leader

Indiana Superintendent 
Ends Fight Against 60- 


Days for Contempt 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 19 (N. Y. W. 
N. S.).—The Rev. E. S. Shumaker, super- 
intendent of the Indiana Antisaloon 
League, today dropped his prolonged 
fight against a 60-day sentence to the 
State penal farm for contempt of 
State Supreme Court The court 
promptly granted Shumaker’s request 
to withdraw his plea for a rehearsing 
and he surrendered to William L. Res- 
oner, sheriff of the court, who will take 
him to the farm Friday. 

Shumaker spent the remainder of the 
day clearing his desk at league head- 
quarters. He announced that his only 
personal baggage would be the well- 
worn Bible he has used for years as 
a Methodist Episcopal minister and 
as league superintendent. 

Shumaker’s case was originally cited 
to the court by State Attorney Gen- 
eral Arthur Gillium because of alleged 
contemptuous criticism by Shumaker of 
the prohibition views of some of the 
court’s members. 


Mexican-United States 
Claims Body Adjourns 


Mexico City, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—After 
adjudicating 25 cases involving claims 
of American citizens against the gov- 
ernment of Mexico, the claims totaling 
about $100,000, the Mexican-United 
States general claims commission ad- 
journed to meet again in Washington 
on February 18, 1929. 

Of the claims settled about three- 
fourths were granted. The cases in- 
volved all sorts of damage with the ex- 
ception of that incident to revolution- 
ary activities. Dr. Kristian Sindballe, 
of Copenhagen, was the neutral judge 
on the commission during the five 
weeks’ session, Fred K. Neilson, of 
Washington, the United States mem- 
ber, and Fernandez McGregor. the Mex- 
ican member.

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FIRING SOUAD KILS | 
SLAYER OF FASCIST| 


Communist, First Executed in 
Italy in 46 Years, Is 
Tied to Chair. 


REFUSES. PRIEST’S§ AID 


Lucca, Italy, Oct. 18 (United Press). 
Michele Della Maggiora, who was con- 
victed Wednesday of killing two Fas- 
cists because of their politics, sat 
calmly in a chair behind a cemetery 
at Ponte Buggianese at dawn today 
and faced the rifie muzzies of 12 
crack marksmen of the Ninety-fourth 
Legion of Fascist militia. 

A freshly lighted cigarette hung 
from the corner of his mouth and his 
hands were tightly bound behind the 
chair. 

Maggiora suddenly shouted at the 
top of his voice, and at the same 
second a burst of flame spouted from 
the rifle muzzles. The slayer of two 
Fascists died instantly with an oath 


on his lips and at the hands of his 
victims’ compatriots. 

At no time was there a hint of fear 
in the manner of the condemned. His 
last wish was for a cigarette and his 
last words were fierce curses to repel 
the priest who offered him solace at 
the moment he faced the firing squad. 

Maggiora, a Communist, was the first 
civilian put to death in Italy in 46 
years, since capital punishment was 
abolished in 1882. The special mili- 
tary tribunal which tried him, how- 
ever, has power to order the death of 
soldiers or persons accused of special 
offenses against the state. 

The condemned man slept soundly 
until awakened at 4 a. m., and then, 
as he dressed, he showed not the 
slightest concern about the prepaga- 
tions for his execution. He was taken 
in a heavily guarded automobile to 
the rear of the cemetery and there 
consigned to Commander Carlo Pierlli, 
of the Ninety-fourth Legion, which was 
drawn up in its full strength of 600 
men. 

Maggiora remained silent most of 
the time en route to the cemetery. 
Upon arrival, after refusing assistance 
of the priest, he was blindfolded and 
tied in the chair. Twelve picked men 
took their places a dozen paces in 
front of him. 

Only when the priest approached 
him did Maggiora speak and then it 
was to shout a vile oath and order 
the man away. He asked for and was 
given a cigarette and a moment later, 
just as he started to speak, the rifies 
roared his death.

READER has written to ask that 
I describe again my treatment for 
blackheads. She says that she in- 


_ tended to preserve a former article, but 


has lost her clipping, and she expresses 
the belief that many women who have 
not read this column regularly will wel- 
come the advice. I am glad to give 
these instructions again. 

The treatment is suitable for almost 
any type of skin except the extremely 
sensitive one, and is particularly well 
adapted to the skin that seems most 
prone to blackheads and other blem- 
ishes that are caused by accumulations 
oi foreign’ matter in the pores that is, 
the oily skin. 

The first step is a thorough cleansing 
of the face with any good cleansing oil 
or lotion. Next, a clean cloth is wrung 
out in hot (not scalding) water and 
held for a minute or two over the face. 
When the skin has become softened and 
the pores opened in this way, tincture 
of green soap is rubbed to a lather and 
rubbed well into the skin with the 
fingertips. The tintcure is an inexpens- 
ive liquid that can be bought at any 
drug store. 

After the lather has been worked in 
for a few minutes, the face should be 
gently steamed with several successive 
hot cloths. After the last cloth, the 
skin will have been softened and the 
pores opened sufficiently for the re- 
moval of the blackheads. This should 
be a gentle process. The fingertips 
should be wrapped in soft cloth to avoid 
pinching and bruising, and the black- 
heads can be gently pressed out. If 
some seem stubborn, they should not be 
forced, but allowed to remain until the 
at pc} treatment. They will eventually 
yield. 

The final measure should be a thor- 
ough ‘rinsing in very cold water. Plen- 
ty of water should be used, and the face 
should be rinsed several times. This 
may be followed by the application of 
a mild astringent. If there are notice- 
able blemishes, a little antiseptic salve 
may be used on the affected portions 
of the skin and allowed to remain on 
over night. Any good druggist will sup- 
ply a good salve of this description. 

The face should be given this treat- 
ment every night for about ten days. 
After that, three timnes a week will usu- 
ally be sufficient until the blackheads 
have been entirely overcome.

One-four- 
teenth of all the fatalities of children 
in that period were due to tubercu- 
losis. Most of these cases were placed 
in the hospital by the health -lepart- 
ment. 

Chicago has a pasteurized milk sup- 
ply. The use of this milk has very 
greatly reduced the bone, joint and 
glandular tuberculosis in children. The 
surgeons say the kind of tuberculosis 
in children which they formerly treat- 
ed, has diminished greatly. 

But why is it that they have so 
much tuberculosis of the lungs, brain 
and peritoneum in this great hospital? 
The answer given by Dr. A. Levinson 
is that children are allowed to say 
in homes where there are adults with 
the disease.

Water Spiders. 


SUPPOSE you don’t like spiders. 

Most persons do not; and for my 

part I can not say that I am fond 
of them. Yet we must admit that they 
have interesting points. 

Spiders have eight legs, while mem- 
bers of the insect tribe have only six. 
Another thing about spiders is the fact 
that they don’t have any necks. Look

One of the members of the tribe ts 
known as the water spider. This crea- 
ture is brown and green, and is about 
half an inch long. 

The water spider is an expert swim- 
mer, and is also a mighty good diver. 


It likes to hang around canals and 
slow-moving streams looking for game 
in the shape of insects. 

It will perhaps be a surprise to you 
to hear that water spiders spin webs 
under the surface. The central part 
of each web is almost the shape of a 
thimble, turned upside down. The 
“thimble” has air inside, 

Water spiders must have air in order 
to live; but in some manner they are 
able to “hold their breath” while under 
water. They fasten the ends of certain 
threads to seaweeds, and then spin 
more threads in order to make the cen- 
tral part of the web. 

After the spinning is finished, you 
do not at first see anything which looks 
like a thimble; but the spider attends 
to that. Going to the surface, it brings 
back a little bubble of air and lets it 
loose under the thick-knit web. Then 
another air bubble is brought down, 
and still another. At length the cen- 
tral web looks very much like a cap- 
tive balloon. The air causes it to rise 
until the “ropes” fastened to the sea- 
weeds are tight. Eggs are laid within 
the “thimble” and it is also used as a 
place for hatching eggs. 

Water spiders of this kind are fairly 
common in England. and are also 
found in central Europe.

MOTORS IN GOOD DEMAND 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Oct. 18.—Speculation con- 
tinued on the New York Stock Ex- 
change today at a violent pace, more 


than 50 issues establishing new high 
price levels in a turnover of some 
4,700,000 shares. The general charac- 
ter of trading differed very little from 
that of the previous sessions of the 
week, intermittent selling waves serv- 
ing to lessen the breadth of advances 
in many cases. At the close prices 
were, as a rule, well below their highs 
for the day, with net gains outnum- 
bering losses by about 2 to 1. 

There were no new developments of 
importance marketwise outside thea 
market itself. Credit conditions were 
slightly easier. Call loans renewed at 
7 per cent and at midday dropped to 
6% per cent, after outside lenders had 
established that figure. Time funds 
also were easier. While short date ad- 
vances held at 7 per cent, long term 
loans were 634 per cent bid. 

Trading was so heavy that the ticker 
at times was 45 minutes behind the 
market. Sheer inability on the part 
of traders to obtain quotations or to 
see prices anywhere near the actual 
market doubtless kept the advance 
from going further than it did. As it 
was, stocks were bought in most cases 
merely as a gamble that fhe bull mar- 
ket would continue for some time, a 
feeling encouraged by the high per- 
centage of success of the tips which 
have been going the rounds. If any- 
body in Wall Street was worrying 
about a probable increase in brokers’ 
loans to be announced after the close, 
there was no evidence of it. 


Montgomery Ward Up to 338. 


Montgomery Ward was the most 

sensational feature of the session, soar- 
ing to another new peak at 338 and 
closing at 331, a net advance of 2314 
points. Profit taking on a large scale 
appeared in this stock in the last hour. 
Sears Roebuck, City Stores B and sev- 
eral other merchandising stocks were 
strong at higher prices. 
» Dealings in motor shares were on a 
large scale and several of them made 
substantial gains on the day, although 
early highs were cut down considerably 
by late profit-taking. General Motors, 
Chandler-Cleveland common and pre- 
ferred, Brockway preferred and Stude- 
baker established new tops. 

Allied Chemical touched a new peak 
at 235 and finished at 230, up 83% net. 
Others attaining new highs included 
Kansas City Southern, Du Pont, Ken- 
necott Copper, Chile Copper, Johns 
Manville, American Chicle. Adams Ex- 
press, American Express, Grand Stores, 
International Nickel, Warner Quinlan, 
Great Northern Ore, Barnsdall A, Mur- 
fay Corporation, Alaska Juneau, Ameri- 
can Zinc preferred, Victor Talking Ma- 
chine, Jewel Tea, Marlin Rockwell, 
Royal Dutch, Case Threshing, Shattuck, 
Dunhill International, White Eagle Oil. 
Superior Oil, National Acme, Lambert. 
Drug, Inc., Van Raalte, American Type 
Warren Foundry and others. 


General Motors Advances. 


After further rocking about, Genera] 
Motors finally found a smooth road 
and moved forward to a new high at 
22344, but in the last hour dropped 
back nearly 2 points, to close 2% net 
higher. Friends of the stock have been 
rooting for it for some time, but they 
have felt that some action would 
have to come shortly if they were to | 
hold out longer. General Motors is 
now selling close to the price predict- 
ed for it last summer, but it has got 
there by such slow stages that less than 
usual attention has been directed to 
it. Much of its usual speculative fol- 
lowing seems to have been diverted to 
other stocks, such as Nickel, Montgom- 
ery Ward, Chrysler, Briggs, Smelters, 
Victor, Allied Chemical, American Can 
and United States Steel. 

International Nickel added another 
104% points to its 19-point advance 
of Wednesday before falling back rather 
perpendicularly. The stock spurted 
sharply at the outset on the basis of 
buying generated by the various as- 
sortment of rumors which cropped up 
overnight, involving capital readjust- 
ment and merger with Mond Nickel 
Co. But there was a sharp reaction 
following the refusal of the head of 
the company to discuss such matters, 
and the closing price was but ¥, point 
above Wednesday’s final quotation. 
Nickel officials refused to confirm or 
deny anything, with the result that 
the street was left to await develop- 
ments as they may come. 


New Offering 


Strength in Chile copper, which was 
in brisk demand, was accompanied by 
unconfirmed reports that the Anaconda 
Copper Co., which controls it, would 
shortly announce an offering tc minor- 
ity holders in that cgmpany in the 
hope of gathering in the. remaining 
stock outstanding with the public. Ac- 
cording to such reports, the terms of 
the offer would mean the equivalent 
of better than $60 a share for Chile. 
Taking the current market values of 
both stocks, this, it was ussumed, indi- 
cated the parent company would prob- 
ably make an offer to exchange stock 
on the basis of 1 share of Anaconda 
for each 1% shares of Chile. 

German exchange continued in ur- 
gent demand in the foreign exchange 
market, cables selling as high as 23.8334, 
but after that movement requirements 
anparently were filled, for marks then 
receded to a point to close but % point 
net higher. Sterling was steady at 4.85 
for cables, French francs were a shade 
lower, guilders lost 14 point and p¢se- 
tas 2 points net, Spanish touching a 
new low for the year, before recover- 
ing half way, while Italian and Swiss 
rates advanced slightly. 

Japanese was in special demand, mov- 
ing up 20 points to 46.10. Chinese ex- 
changes were heavy, Shanghai dropping 
to 64 cents and Hongkong to 50.06. 
Little change occurred in South Amer- 
i¢ans. Canadian was firmer, the dis- 
count being reduced to 1-382.

mittee. 

M. Vidal has been in this country 
ten days and will return to France a 
week from tomorrow. The main pur- 
pose of his trip was to gather facts 
and figures concerning the cost of 
sending a French Olympic team to the 
Los Angeles games. 

With inside developments in Eu- 
ropean sports diplomacy and intrigue 
this round-faced, twinkling-eyed 
Frenchman is on the most intimate 
terms. He told in picturesque Eng- 
lish of the “what you call—struggle’”’ 
10w on between the international row- 
ing, swimming, tennis and soccer  as- 
sociations on the one hand and the 
Olympic governing body on the other. 


Clearly in sympathy with the 
associations in their demand for 
representation on the Olympic 
committee, M. Vidal referred to the 
latter organization as “a staff of 
officers without any troops.” He 
said the committee “just reaches 
out and names whom it pleases to 
membership without consulting 
the bodies governing the sports.” 


“My friend Louis Canet,; of France,” 
M. Vidal said, “is chairman of the In- 


ternational Lawn Tennis Association. 
George Drigny, France; M. Bon, Swit- 
zerland, and Jules Rimet, France, heads 
of the swimming, rowing and soccer or- 
ganizations, respectively, he also re- 
ferred to as “my friend.” He said the 
nonrepresentation issue had caused 
tennis to be omitted from the 1928 pro- 
gram at Amsterdam. The tennis and 
soccer associations also are at odds with 
the Olympic officials over the question 
of the definition of an amateur. 
Otherwise M. Vidal is optimistic re- 
garding the games which now are near- 
ly four years away and is eager to as- 
semble a table of living and transpoarta- 
tion costs to submit to the French 
Parliament. He says that body is so 
very deliberate that there will be only 
about enough time for it to act before 
the games if it gets under way now.

Federal Reserve: Board As- 
cribes Rise Largely to 
Loss of Gold. 


STOCKS MOSTLY STEADY 


By ROBERT C. ALBRIGHT. 


The cost of bank credit in the United 
States is higher than at any other time 
in the last seven years, according to 
the monthly review of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, which yesterday ascribed 
the rise to loss of gold and the conse- 
quent heavy indebtedness ‘of member 
banks to reserve banks. 

The advance in money rates has 
Been general for all classes of loans, 
it was disclosed, the largest increase 
taking place in rates for call loans on 
securitics. The review points out that 
other open-market rates have shown 
®& smail advance, while rates charged 
by banks to their regular customers 
have advanced even less. 

Reflecting renewed expansion of 
loans on securities, loans and invest- 
ments of member banks in leading 
cities. are reported increased in recerit 
weeks, although the volume is lower 
when compared with last spring. All 
other loans increased, and were. at 
the end of September, about $350,000.- 
000 above their level a year ago, and in 
larger volume than at any other time 
in seven years. The’ growth in this 
class would indicate that credit has 
been available to the banks’ commer- 
cial customers for their usual seasonal 
requirements. 

During August and September there 
was a further growth in the demand 
for reserve bank credit, the review 
states, arising chiefly from the seasonal 
increase in the demand for currency. 
The additional reserve bank credit has 
been supplied largely through the ‘pur- 
chase of acceptances in the open mar- 
ket, and up to the end of September 
the seasonal demands for currency have 
not resulted in an increase of the in- 
debtedness of member banks to the 
reserve banks, 

Increased demand for currency was 
until the middle of September the prin- 
cipal factor in the growth of demand 
for reserve bank credit, but in recent 
weeks there has also been an increase in 
member bank reserve requirements. An 
increase in factory pay rolls, together 
with a demand for cash connected with 
the progress of the harvesting season, 
are seen in the seasonal growth. 


Brokers’ Loans Increase, 


Loans to brokers and @palers for the 
week ended October 17, as reported to 
the'Federal Reserve Board yesterday by 
New York member banks, reached the 
high total of $4,664,370,000, an increase 
Of $74,507,000 over figures for the week 
preceding and a new record for all time. 
Loans “for account of others” climbed 
$33,021,000 to a total of $2,040,899,000 
for the week, while loans “‘for own ac- 
count” advanced $23,332,000 to a total 
of $890,251,000. Yesterday’s high fig- 
ure marked the third peak established 
in brokers’ loans in as many weeks,

CHICAGO GRAIN. 


Chicago, Oct. 18 (A.P.).—Jumping up 4 
cents a bushel in some cases, the corn mar- 
ket today definitely parted company with 
wheat. Demand was urgent for corn ready 
to be put to immediate use. and talk Was 
current that no big arrivals of the 1928 
corn crop would be available before the last 
part of November. Despite the strength of 
corn, wheat values averaged lower. 

Closing quotations on corn were unsettled 
at *a cent to 1¥%q cents net advance. with 
wheat at Y‘@% cent: to % cent decline, 
oats Ye to % cent up, and provisions 
varying 25 cents set back to a rise 
of 47 cents. 

Maximum gains in corn prices were scored 
on spot eliveries of corn, old corn here 
commanding all the way from 1 cent to 4 
cents a bushel advance, and new corn 12 
cent to 1 cent better than yesterday. Future 
deliveries of corn were also advanced 
Sharply. but profit-taking sales eased the 
futures back from the day’s top level. Buy- 
ing was based chiefly on smallness of re- 
ceipts, scantiness of stocks at terminal mar- 
kets, unfavorable weather for conditioning 
of the crop, and on indications that export 
houses were in the market for future de- 
liveries. Meanwhile, trade authorities were 
predicting that before arrivals of new corn 
are plentiful the available stocks of old 
core, would be at practically the vanishing 
point.

Decided falling-off in the volume of corn 
shipments from Argentina, together with 
Liverpool reports of good demand abroad for 
United States corn, helped in a material de- 
gree today to strengthen the corn market 
here. Argentina corn shipments for the last 
week totaled only 4,331,000 bushels, com- 
pared with more than 7,000,000 bushels a 
year ago. Meanwhile, corn receipts in Chi- 
cago today amounted to but 50 cars, of 
which 12 cars were new corn. It was 
pointed out also that the entire United 
States visible supply of corn at present is 
just 3,313,000 bushels. Moreover, reports 
today from various parts of the corn belt 
indicated that farmers are inclined to crib 
much more corn than usual. the 1928 corn 
crop being of extra good quality. 

Wheat acted weak most of the day. and 
there was considerable selling of wheat to 
go into. store here. deal weather and ex- 
cellent crop prospects in Argentina were a 
bearish factor, and export call for wheat 
from North America was slack. with Argen- 
tina pressing to sell wheat to Europe at 
cheaper rates. On the other hand. domestic 
flour trade was improved, and buying of 
wheat for mills tended somewhat to steady 
the cash wheat market. Oats averaged 
higher, sympathizing with corn. 

For the most part, provisions were lower, 
responsive to a drop in hog values to under 
any record since last June.

Six Orientals Are Now Held as 
Result of Two Recent 
Capital Killings. 


MANY MORE ROUNDED 
UP UNDER ALIEN LAWS 


Hundreds Prove Right to Re- 
main Here; Others Are 
Still to Be Quizzed. 


Vigorously pursuing their crusade 
@gainst Chinese who are in this city 
without legal right, the police yester- 
day arrested three additional men for 
investigation by the immigration au- 
thorities and turned one of their 
earlier prisoners over to the United 
States marshal for hearing before Com- 
missioner Needham Turnage today. 

The men arrested yesterday were Lee 
Shing, 24-year-old laundryman, of 707 
G street southeast, Chong Hue, 62- 
year-old laundryman, of 504 Eighth 
street, southeast and Chung Lee, 36, of 
54-°H street northwest. Hing Lee, 68 
years old, who was arrested Wednesday 
when Detective Joseph F. Waldron 
found him hiding under a bed at 823 
Kennedy street northwest, was the 
prisoner turned over to the marshal. 

Five Are Now Held. 

As a result of the arrests, six 
Chinese, in addition to Lee Loi, 26- 
year-old On Leong Tong man, who is 
being held for action of the grand jury 


in connection with the murder of two} 


of his countrymen in the tong outbreak 
Sunday, are being held for possible de- 
portation proceedings. 

None of the six thus far has been 
able to produce satisfactory docu- 
mentary proof of his legal right to be 
in this country, and in lieu of such 
proof police are determined to push 
deportation proceedings against them. 
The roundup of the Chinese in this city 
has not yet been completed, and al- 
though several hundred already have 
submitted satisfactory birth  certifi- 
cates or passports, the police believe 
numerous others who have no legal 
right to be here will be caught in their 
dragnet. 


Suspect Makes Escape. 


Of the three arrested yesterday, 
Chong Hue claimed to have been born 
in this country, although he could 
produce no birth certificate, and Lte 
Shing told Immigration Inspector 
Charles E. Frank that his passport had 
been burned in a fire. 

Despfte a lookout broadcast through- 
out the country for Lee Park, a sup- 
posed accomplice of Lee Loi’s in Sun- 
day’s shooting, the missing Chinese 
had not been apprehended and it is 
believed he is being hidden by friends 
in some nearby city. 


Armistice in Pittsburgh. 


Pittsburgh, Oc 18 (A.P.).—Leaders 
of the Hip Sing and On Leong tongs 
notified Inspector of Detectives Frank 
.R. Boyd today that an armistice had 
been signed which they believed would 
bring to a close the warfare which has 
flared in several cities and which re- 
sulted in a shooting here. Where the 
armistice was signed the local Chinese 
refused to reveal. 

Chinatown had been under police 
patrol for several days, the extra pre- 
caution having been requested by Chi- 
nese business leaders.

Dr. Fowler and Bureau 
Take Dispute to Chiefs 


Dr. William C. Fowler, District health 
officer, and representatives of the 
United States Bureau of Efficiency 
went into battle at a conference today 
with the District Comnfissioners over 
the question of what is wrong with 
the District health department. 

The efficiency bureau some time ago 
criticized the health department for 
inefficient records and tabulations and 
suggested several improvements. The 
critical report aroused the ire of Dr. 
Fowler, who replied by submitting an- 
other report to the commissioners. 
Yesterday it was agreed that the en- 
tire matter should be gone over again 


and a third report prepared. 


Swift Pace of Girls Today 
Found Imperiling Health 


Age of Jazz, Doctors Say, Has Brought Increase of 
Tuberculosis Among Women—Four Essentials 
to Sound Bodies Cited. 


(United Press.) 
Physical breakdowns threaten the 
modern American girl because of her 
intensive pace in the whirl of the pres- 


ent jazz age, according to the United 
States public health service. 

This conclusion was reached by some 
health service physicians, who have 
conducted a study of the situation. 
They find that a slight increase in tu- 
berculosis among women is resulting. 

Numerous causes were cited as lead- 
ing to breakdowns. Foremost among 
them were hurried social life; strain 
from school or business; not taking 
sufficient time to eat; insufficient rest 
and scanty clothing. These factors 
tend to wear out the body, health serv- 
ice physicianns declare, 


Four things are held necessary to 
lifetime good health, they say—eight 
hours’ sleep a night, regular meals 
three times a day, six glasses of water 
daily and. proper clothing. 

The Public Health Service believes 


are dressing more sensibly now and 
finds that women dress more sensibly 
and even more comfortably than men. 
High heels and some exposures of the 
body—all due to fashion’s decree—are 
not held sensible. 

“Fortunately nature has _ provided 
women with a relatively heavy layer of 
fat over the entire body and this is 
one reason why women can be com- 
fortable apparently ith so little cloth- 
ing, while men suffer from cold, even 
though clothed more warmly,” one

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HELD TO BE IN NEED 
OF NEW FACILITIES 


Four Divisions Equipped Are 
Poorest of All Parts of 
City’s System. 


SOME RELIEF PROMISED 
FOR CONGESTED AREA 


New Junior High Is One of the 
Principal Needs in Thir- 
teenth Division. 


This is the sizth of a series of articles 
on conditions in the city’s pubdlie 
schools. Today’s deals with conditions 
in the tenth, eleventh, twelfth and 
thirteenth colored divisions. Another 
article will appear tomorrow. 


By WILLIAM E, PEAKE, 
More portables, part-time classes, 
overcrowding and general absence of 
modern educational facilities are found 


in the four colored school divisions 
than in any other part of the school 
system, with the possible execption of 
the first division. 

There are 38 part-time classes and 
16 wooden portables now being operat- 
ed in the Bruce, Harrison, Cleveland, 
Garrison, Mott anc Wilson School cen- 
ter, which serves the community bound- 
ed generally by Florida avenue, Sixth 
street, Sixteenth street and M street 
northwest. 

Six of the portables are located at 
the Garrison, four at the Cleveland 
and three each at the Wilson and 
Harrison schools, in which congestion 
is greatest. 


Number to be Reduced. 


With the opening Novegnber 1 of the 
Garnet-Patterson Junior High School, 
at Vermont avenue and U street north- 
west, however, the number of parte 
time classes in this area is expected to 
<4 a ae to four, although no hope 
S seen for the eliminat 
the portables. oe 
age ox. items included in the five- 
y program as outlined by Congr 
in 1926 for the colored divisions aa 
which have failed to materialize in- 
clude additions totaling 24 rooms to 
the Garrison, Reno, Phillips and Milli- 
tary Road schools in the tenth divi- 
Sion; additions totaling 14 rooms to 
the Deanwood ani Crummel schools, 
in the eleventh division, and a total 
of 34 additional rooms to the Randall, 
Birney, Lovejoy and Syphax schools 
in the thirteenth division. 

Appropriations for land and eight 
rooms of the proposed Old Bell-Car- 
dozo replacement were approved in the 
1929 etsimates and plans for vhe erec- 
tion of this replacement, which will 
total sixteen rooms when additional 
appropriations have been made, are 
now under consideration. Present esti- 
mates also include an item for a six- 
teen-room building to be known as 
the Giddins-Lincoln Elementary 
School, in the thirteenth division. 3 


Junior High Badly Needed. 


One of the principal needs in the 
thirteenth division, officials hold, 1s 
the erection of a junior high school 
near the site of the eight-room Love- 
joy School at Twelfth and C streets 
northeast. At present there are ten 
part-time classes in this building. Con- 
struction of a junior hign school on 
this site would enable the iransfer of 
seventh and eighth grade classes in 
this area to the new institution, there- 
by relieving much of the congestion 
in this division. 

An item of first consideration in .the 
twelfth division is the establishment of 
a health school on the seven-acre tract 
recently acquired by officials on the 
Bladensburg road northeast. With the 
abandonment of the Harrison School 
as a health school and its transfer for 
use aS an elementary school, officials 
were obliged to use the Toner School, 
at Twenty-fourth and F streets nortn- 
west, for health pupils. Facilities at 
this school have proven entirely un- 
Satisfactory for the proper care of the 
health pupils. A four-room addition 
also is badly needed at the Harrison 
School to care for the congestion. 

Although most of the proposed items 
for the colored divisions were lost with 
the general collapse of the five-year 
program, officials now are considering 
their inclusion in the new five-year 
program under consideration.
